POPULATION  - 1963 . 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid  year 
population  is  44,750,  an  increase  of  1,100  since  mid 
year  1962. 

VITAL  STATISTICS . . 

There  are  no  significant  changes  in  the  birth  and 
death  rates,  but  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  has  continued 
to  rise  for  the  past  three  years*  The  still- birth  rate 
shows  a further  decline  but  it  is  still  slightly  above 
the  National  Rate* 

SUICIDES 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  6 f deaths  by 
suicide  to  nine*  5 males  and  4 females*  The  methods  used 
were  as  follows:-  1 hanging,  1 drowning,  1 carbon 
monoxide,  3 coal  gas  and  3 overdoses  of  drugs* 

It  is  noteworthy  that  with  one  exception,  a male 
aged  17  years,  the  remaining  eight  cases  all  fell  into 
40-56  years  age  group* 

GANGER 

The  cancer  death  rate  has  shown  a further  rise*  for 
the  fourth  successive  year,  with  a further  increase  in 
the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer  to  twenty- four, 
nineteen  males  and  five  females, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
District  during  the  year.

TOXOPLASMOSIS 

A case  of  this  parasitic  infection  occurred  in  the 
autum  in  a female  aged  33  years,  in  Hessle. 

The  parasite  can  infect  domestic  and  farm  animals 
and  rodents,  but  the  mode  of  transmission  i s unknown 
Investigation  failed  to  reveal  any  possible  source  of 
infection  in  this  casea

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  water  supplies  from  private  pumps  and  bores 
which  were  still  being  used  for  drinking  purposes  were 
sampled  periodically  during  the  year. 

Forty- four  such  samples  were  sent  into  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Hull*  Only  four  of  these  water 
samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Three  of  thfs© 
were  taken  at  properties  which  had  previously  given  good 
sample  results.  As  repeat  samples  taken  subsequently 
proved  satisfactory,  it  is  thought  that  the  taps  or 
delivery  pipes  must  have  caused  the  poor  sample 

The  fourth  case  was  a repeat  sample  taken  at  a 
pump  which  had  given  poor  results  since  being  repaired 
the  previous  year.  In  this  case  too,  subsequent  samples 
all  proved  satisfactory. 

By  the  Kingston  upon  Hull  Water  Order  1963  which 
became  operative  on  the  1st,  October,  Haltemprice  Urban 
District  Council  transferred  their  Water  Undertaking 
rights  from  the  Cottingham  area  to  the  City  of  Hull,  The 
whole  area}  therefore  is  now  served  by  tjie  Hull 
Corporation. 

A small  proportion  of  the  houses  in  the  area  still 
rely  on  private  bores  or  pumps  or  have  only  stand  pipes 
outside  as  a means  of  water  supply  It  is  thought  that 
there  are  about  150  such  dwellings  spread  over  the 
district. 

There  was  no  case  reported  of  water  shortage  during 
1963  and  the  supply  as  a whole  is  both  adequate  and

FOOD 

(a)  PREMISES 

The  trend  towards  self-service  was  demonstrated 
further  during  the  year  when  two  more  shops  of  one  of 
multiple  firms  were  converted  for  this  purpose  and  a new 
supermarket  was  opened  in  the  Hessle  area.  With  their 
popularity  these  changes  are  likely  to  continue*  One 
problem  which  could  arise  is  that  there  does  seem  to  be 
a tendency,  perhaps  naturally,  to  give  an  over  large 
proportion  of  the  floor  space  available  to  the  sales 
side  with  the  consequence  that  there  is  an  insufficient 
floor  area  for  storage  or  breaking  down  cf  bulk  etc* 
This  was  demonstrated  in  one  case  when  at  the  time  of  a 
routine  visit  we  found  that  the  assistants  were  forced 
to  climb  over  recently  delivered  packages  to  gam  access  to 
the  refrigerator. 

Routine  visits  were  made  to  all  types  of  food 
premises  as  frequently  as  possible. 

On  no-occasion  were  conditions  found  to  be  such 
that  they  merited  an  adverse  report  to  the  Council. 
Minor  faults  were  pointed  out  to  the  occupants  at  the 
time  of  the  Inspector’s  visit. 

(b)  INSPECTION 

The  wholesale  provision  merchants  m the  district 
have  continued  to  ask  for  our  services  in  dealing  with 
unsound  Foods,  mainly  tinned  goods,  which  are  either 
found  at  the  warehouses  or  are  sent  back  to  them  by  the 
retailers. 

On  an  average,  weekly  visits  are  made  to  each  of 
the  warehouses,  but  this  does  reduce  the  number  of  visits 
to  individual  shops  to  deal  with  the  same  problem. 

As  a result  of  these  visits  the  following  goods 
were  certified  as  unfit  during  the  year  after  surrender 
by.  the  merchants:  -

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  seize  any  article  of 
food  during  the  year* 

The  number  of  complaints  received  by  the  Department 
about  the  finding  of  foreign  bodies”  in  foodstuffs 
purchased  showed  some  increase  over  previous  years,. 

As  a result  of  the  investi  gation  of  these  complaints 
and  of  the  consideration  given  to  the  circumstances  which 
were  found  to  relate  to  each  incident;  it  was  decided  to 
refer  four  of  the  cases  to  the  Committee  and  Council  for 
their  decision  on  the  procedure  to  be  fol  loweds  The 
particulars  of  these  four  were  - 

(i)  Mould  in  a cream  filled  cake 

(ii)  A nail  in  a currant  slice, 

(iii)  Mou^d  in  a packet  of  frozen  sausages,  and 

(iv)  a paper  clip  adhering  to  the  bottom  of  a 
cake. 

The  Committee  revewed  the  details  of  each  case  and 
the  previous  record  of  the  films  concerned  and  decided 
to  recommend  that  a warning  should  be  given  rather  than 
to  take  legal  proceedings. 

Informal  samples  of  various  types  of  foodstuffs 
were  purchased  in  1963  and  sent  into  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory1  Hull  for  bacteriological  examination. 
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None  of  the  samples  were  found  to  contain  any 
pathogenic  organisms, 

A greater  number  of  samples  of  ice  cream  and  iced 
lollies  was  taken  than  in  previous  years*  51  and  39 
specimens  respectively  being  submitted. 

All  the  iced  lollies,  including  'home  made"'  ones, 
were  quite  satisfactory9 

Of  the  51  samples  of  ice  cream.  34  were  of  the  wrapped 
variety,  the  other  17  being  taken  from  sisoftJJ  ice  cream 
making  machines* 

One  sample  in  the  first  group  failed  to  reach  the 
required  standard  whilst  five  of  the  samples  of  soft  ice 
cream  taken  from  three  different  producers,  were  not 
satisfactory  2 of  the  6 poor  results  were  in  Grade  iv 
and  the  other  4 in  Grade  111.  Whilst  these  results  cannot 
be  thought  to  be  acceptable,  they  are  an  improvement  on 
last  year  so  far  as  soft  ice  cream  is  concerned.

Slaughtering  at  the  four  premises  licenced  in  the 
are  continued  and  once  again  100%  inspection  was  maintained. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  animals 
killed  at  the  four  si  aught erhouses;  11, 172  carcases  being 
examined  in  1963  compared  with  11,556  the  previous  yearQ 
The  decrease  was  due  to  fewer  cattle  and  sheep  being 
brought  for  slaughter.  At  the  same  time  about  600  more 
pork  pigs  were  examined,. 

The  Council  decided  to  approve  the  recommendation 
of  the  Health  Committee  that  the  maximum  charges  authorised 
-under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations.  1963  were  to  be 
made. 

With*  this  type  of  authority  which  has  several 
slaughterhouses  operating  at  different  times  and  for 
different  periods,  it  would  be  impossible  always  to  be 
present  at  the  time  of  slaughter  as  suggested  in  the 
Regul  ations  as  the  ideal  procedure.  Instead,.,  more  frequent- 
visits  were  made  and  so  far  it  has  been  found  possible 
to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.
